Richmond. Skoet Corps we stcainod off in- 
to Vh4 darkness 0/ midnight end into the 
iarknaaanf future events, and praise God 
with en unqualified trust in Him that oar 
lour, be it long or short, rough or smooth, 
irksotns or- agreeable, shonid ha to His 
jlorj and for tho salvation of our lost 
jrbthera and aisters. 

'The first part of the evening (or night 
rattier) was spent by the boys in adapting 
themselves to the new situation. Adjutant 
Sodtt, Gspts, Popte and Aehton improved 
the time till sometime in the small hours 
in exchanging notes and praising God, and 
the' Minstrel, alter bidding good-eve to 
his comrades, tried a snooze or a brown

The night 
wan beautiful on the prairie, no hedge.trw 
or fence, as lar as eye could reach, lit np 
with the radians beams of the Aurora 
Borealis, whoso reflection, more or less 
clear at various periods with a faint light 
the moon's pale oil, kept the prairie 
constantly in a subdued twilight. The 
temperature also being jost crisply frosty, 
but not in isnyway severe. We had a 
most enjoyable drive, invigorating to man 
and baast, favorable tc. n contemplation - of 
divine solitude, and very suggestive to sub- 
limesi meditation, the silence only broken 
by the muffled clatter of the horses hoof 
on the frozen trail. Aorosa the former 
haunts of the buffalo herd and the prairie 
wolf, and though the latter is not qoite 
extinct, we met nothing thet molested ua 
made os afraid. At half-pest twelve 
crossed the bridge serous the Bed Diver 
Emdrson, and into tbe main street, 
which often, in past time, had been asceus 
of busiest life, but is fast losing prestige 
and huainess vigor on account of rasrkeL 
facilities elsewhere, and at our Inmling V.
